The 
rains owners would derive a profit, 
but it would make no perceptible 
lifference with the common run of 
stockholders, and the whole business 
of the people would be deranged. 
The common interests of the public 
demand a simple and honest system 
of finances, a single standard by 
which the value of all transactions 
can be measured. Every additional 
complication gives opportunities for 
money changers, who may become 
rich through the losses of others. 
It is exceedingly fortunate that good 
sense and honesty have prevailed, 
and that the efforts of Senator Jones 
have thus far been fruitless.
